Information Disclosure Statement 



The reference FR 2,801 ,092 A1 has not been considered by the examiner 
because there is no statement of relevance or English translation provided. The 
information disclosure statement filed August 21 , 2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 7 
4 th paragraph, a reference is made to a balloon element (10). However there is no 
reference to figure (10) in any of the attached drawings. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: On page 3 of the specification line 20 it is disclosed that the 
top part of the mast comprises a plurality of rungs constituting an internal ladder 
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between the two poles, however there is no reference to a drawing or reference 
character to adequately disclose the claimed elements of Claim 9. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "32" in Fig. 2 has been used to designate both the 
anemometer and upper portion of mast. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Reference character 38 in Figures 1 and 5 is not mentioned anywhere in 
the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
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include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plurality of rungs, 
which constitute an internal ladder between the two poles, as claimed by Claim 9, must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the term 
"comprising" is used in two locations of Claim 1 making the claim unclear as to what the 
preamble is and where it begins and ends. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claiml is objected to because of the following informalities: the second line is 
missing an element where the claim reads, "means formed by at least one electric...". 
The examiner construes the missing element to be an electric lamp or light. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim 10 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 10 is 
separated from dependent Claim 4 from which it depends by other claims that do not 
also depend from Claim 4. Appropriate correction is required. 

A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim 
refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any 
claim which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, 
applicant's sequence will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chabert(US 6,012,826). 

Referring to Claim 1 Chabert discloses an envelope with an electric bulb 
disposed within which is inflatable by an electric pneumatic blowing device (Col. 3, Line 
19) by drawing in the surrounding air through an intake orifice and discharging the air 
inside of the envelope through a discharge orifice (Col. 3, Lines 22-28). Furthermore, 
Fig. 1 discloses a post or bottom portion of mast which connects to a grid or upper 
portion of mast, which extends through the envelope material from the bottom pole to 
the top pole inherently giving the envelope member support or rigidity from the bottom 
to the top pole of the envelope. Furthermore, the grid is disclosed and described as a 
vertical structure being made from a plurality of rigid metal wires, which would provide 
support and rigidity to the envelope (Col 3, Lines 2-5). Therefore the metallic grid is a 
hollow mast as claimed in Claim 1 with an orifice located about the mast or grid about 
the envelope which constitutes an upper portion of the support structure or mast of 
lighted sign. 
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Referring to Claim 6, Chabert discloses an illuminating device with electric bulb 
situated within the inflatable envelope and attached to or part of the rigid grid. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-5, 7 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: There is no 
prior art which anticipates nor makes obvious the subject matter claimed in Claims 2-5, 
7, and 10. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Penjuke reference (US Patent no. 5,499,941) and the 
Schwartz reference (US Patent no. 3,592,157) disclose a balloon inflation device with a 
light attached to a mast inside balloon. The Nokuchi reference (US Patent No. 
4,167,034) discloses a lampstand for lampshade with a light attached to a support 
structure disposed within balloon running throughout the entire axis of balloon.
